WashiDftoD, April 14.— War between 
two powtrful nations was the lole topic 
of discussion in the senate. 

Such excitement, suppressed though 
it whb; such a feeling that the country 
was on the verge of events that would 
maks history for all time to come; 
such eloqupnt and ImpnKsionpil oriitory, 
and such kpon aiul brilliant repartee 
have not bron linown in the senate 
since the exciting days when the coun- 
try was convulsed by the greatest war 
of modern times. 

Notwithstanding the throng in the 
galleries, the great Krmi-circ iiliir ( liam- 
ber was almost as silent as if It were 
deserted. Conversation was conducted 
in low whispers, all seeming to feel, as 
if from the very air they breathed, that 
events historic and momentous were 
about to occur. 

A fall quarter of an hour before the 
senate was to convene Mr. Davis, 
chairman of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, entered the chamber and 
went quietly to his seat in the center 
of the Republican side. He carefully 
placed on his desk a bulky package, 
which all knew to be the fateful resolu- 
tion and report from liis committee up- 
on which peace or war might hinge. 

TtM ohaaiber filled rapidly, and when 
the vice president's gavel fell nearly 
every senator was at his desk. Scarce- 
ly five minutes bad elapsed after the 
session convened before the vice presi- 
dSllt recognized Mr. Davis, and an in- 
stant hush tell over the chamber. Mr. 
Davis presented to the senate the reso- 
lution and report from his committee 
and requested that they be read. 
' The report was a terrific arraignment 
of Spain and her policies, yet so eager 
were all to hear every word that not 
the slightest demonstration occurred 
throughout the reading. 

following the presentation of the re- 
port, and after Mr. Hoar (Mass.) had 
insisted that consideration of the reso- 
lution go over on a point of order, 
came two of the most remariiable 
spMcbst yst delivered on th* Cuban

Mr. Foraker of Ohio and Mr. Lodge 

cf Massachusetts, both brilliant and 
Impassioned orators, presented differ- 
L fnt phases of the Cuban situation. Mr. 
Foraker advocated the direct recogni- 
tion of the independence of the Cuban 
republic, and witli an eloquence and 
veliemence seldom heard in the senate 
splendidly maintained his position. A 
sharp colloquy between blm and Mr. 
BIklns (W. Va.) caused excitement. 
Mr. Lodge followed With an appeal 

for action in preservation of the na- 
tion's honor and in wiping out the stain 
of the "atrocious murder" In Havana 
harbor. His words so reached the heart 
tiiat the galleries were swept with a 
tremendous wave of applause. 

Mr. Lindsay of Kentucky concluded 
the discussion for the day with a pow- 
erful speech, in which he advocated the 
recognition of the Cubans and a con- 
cert of action between the insurgents 
uiul the United States troops in driving 
the Spanish forces from the island of 
Cuba. 

The resolutions reported by the ma- 
jority of the foreign relations commit- 
tee are as follows: 

Whereas, The abhorrent conditions 
which have existed for more than 
three years in the island of Cuba, so 
near our own tjorders, have shocked 
the moral sense of the people of the 
United States, have been a disgrace to 
Christian civilization culminating, as 
they have. In the destruction of a 
^Ited States battleship, with 26« of 
wis officers and crew, while on a 
friendly visit in the harbor of Havana, 
and cannot longer be endured, as has 
been set forth by the president of the 
United States in his message to con- 
gress of April 11, HM. upon which 
the action of congress was Invited; 
therefore,

Sf-tond-That it is the duty of the 
United States to demand and the gov- 
ernment of the I'r'.ited States dors 
hereby demand that the government 
of Spain at once relinquish its author- 
ity and government to the island of 
Cuba and withdraw its land and naval 
forces from Cuba and Cuban waters. 

Third— That the president of the 
United States be and he hereby is di- 
rected and empowered to use the en- 
tire land and naval forces of the Unit- 
fcd Stales and to call into the actual 
:jcrvice of the I'nltcd Slates ili." ini!iil:i 
of the seveial states. lo such an extent 
as may be riecc-sai v tO ' carry these 
resolutions iuto effect. 

Senators Turpie, Mills and Daniel. 
Democrats, and Foraker, Republican 
presented a minority report in favor of 
recognizing tne present Cuban govern 
ment, and Senator Foraker made a 
brilliant speech in support of it. He 
pointed out that if a new government 
was formed the United States would be 
responsible for the $400,000,000 of Span 
isb 4 per cent bonds. Action on the 
resolutions went over.

FrM-K'or-AII Vlgbt Indulgad la In the 
Iiowm li»-«M. 

Washington, Aprft 14.— The home of 
i-epresentatlves, after one of the most 

exciting and memorable days in Its his- 
tory, by a vote of 322 to 19, adopted a 
resolution which nine-tenths of Its 
members believe makes war with Spain 
Inevitable. 

It is a fact, which was grimly com 
aented upon by members as they spoke 
of the future, that every war in which 
the United 8t«tes has engaged began in 
April, end that Wednesday was the an- 
niversary of the fall of Foft Sumter 
which ar( used the patriotic fervor of 
the north and made the four years of 
civil strife a certainty. 

Tbs resolutions adopted direct the 
president to* Intervene at once in Ciit)a 
to restore peace and secure to the peo- 
ple of the island "a stable and inde- 
pendent government of tbeir own," and 
authi^lssfl him to use tht army and 
navy to execute the purpose of the res* 
olutlons. 

Although only 19 memhcrs — 15 Dem- 
ocrats, 3 Republicans and 1 Populist- 
dissented upon ths final vote, the pro- 
ceedings were marred by a bitter and 
acrimonious display of partisan feeling. 

During the height of the excitement 
the lie was passed between Mr. Urumm 
(Rep., Pa.) and Mr. Bartlett (Uem., 
Ga.), and a disgraceft)! scene followed 
that almost descended to the level of n 
free fight. 

Mr. Bartlett hurled a hook at his ad- 
versary, and in a minute half a liu:i- 
dred members were fighting like fiends. 

Order was finally restored, Mid later 
the two meniliers found that the alter- 
cation had arisen out of a ntsunder- 
standing, whereupon tbtr* WWt mu- 
tual apologies. 

Later in the proceedings ths speaker 
was obliged to again call upon the ser- 
geant-at-arms with his silver mace, the 
emblem of the housi .luthority, to seat 
Mr. Johnson of Indiana, who was in- 
dignantly remonstrating against what 
he termed the "unnecessary war into 
which the country was being plunged. ' 

Only 40 minutes were ^ivcn fur de- 
bate, and a special rule was required 
to get the resolution before the bouse. 

The minority rssolutioos, which de- 
clared for the recognition of the exist- 
ing- government of the insurgents, was 
voted down— 147 to 190— but they se- 
cured the votes of three Republicans. 

Some stirring and patriotic ssnti- 
ments were voiced during thO debate' 
which lifted the galleries and members 
to a high pitch of enthusiasm.

The Madrid press is itnanlmous in 

its unfavorable judgment upon Presi- 
dent McKiniey's message, and public 
opinion has received the document 
With marked hostility. Special indlg 
nation Is caused by the clause refer- 
ring to intervention and by the hypo 
critical lamentution over Cuban mis 
fortunes, which have been greatly aug- 
mented by the support given the reb 
els on the part of the American peo 
pie and prOlatMf tb» Atterican con 
suls. 

Although the decorously official 
statement issued after the cabinet 
council strikes a note of disgust, the 
gavemment cannot, without protest, 
near laid down the doctrine of inter- 
ference, attacking Spain's sovereignty 
and offending Spain's dignity. The 
government must be watchful and pub 
lie opinion remain serene, despising 
the petty and underhand mediations 
of politicians desirous to fish in 
troubled waters. 

£1 Epoca (Conservative) says that a 
reading of the president's message re 

veals the fact tliat "while originally 
Wi'itteu iu a warlike tune, it was subse- 
quently softened .down." The paper 
considers that the Spanish government 
has "done much to assist President Mc 
Kinley In a difficult position without 
getting much in return." 

"The most important paragraph. ' 
says El Epoca, "la the last, which the 
government' properly answers in the 
last official statement and in the publi 
cation of Senor Polo y Beranbe's mem- 
orandum showing the sacrifices Spain 
has made for peace. The congressional 
debates prove President MeKinley s 
tight position, and it is still doubtful 
whether he will succeed In controlling 
the warlike elements in .\inerica." 

El Heraldo de Madrid (Independent) 
says: 

The message has removed the mask 
America has worn too long. It closes 
also diplomatic action, leaving Spain 
face to face with lier true enemy, the 
author of the war. who Isits Taken ad- 
vantage of th" honesty of Spanish dip- 
lomats, despising Spain as Napoleon 
despised her. and to pay dearly for tht 
blunder as Napoleon paid for his. Tin 
peoi)le's judgment of the situation has 
been more just than the government's, 
and hence have come the public mani- 
festations in the streets. 

It is to be hoped, however, that the 
people will not weaken the hands 
which hold the reins at the present 
critical moment. Only two courses 
are open: Either to close Spain's his 
tory In the new world, fleeing ignomin- 
lously before the hoots of Waihington 
politicians or to leave to arnm the de 
cision of the quarrel. Last night's oftl- 
cial note leads to the belief that the 
government favors the latter alterna 
five, which is in harmony With the na 
tionai sentiment. 

A report is current that Cardinal 
Rampolla, the papal secretary of state, 
telegraphed the Madrid government 
"an assurance that peace between 
Spain and the United States will not 
be distur'bed." 

The Imparcial (Independent) rakes 
the president's message fore and aft, 
suggests that it suppresses the truth, 
and turns disdainfully away, appealing 
to the government to "ui.ite ill Span 
lards by bold action." Continuing, The 
Imparcial says: 

The ministers must see that each act 
of weakness will beget a fresh Ameri- 
can insult. President McKlnley 
scarcely notices the armistice, except 

to tell the insurgents should peace not 
result from it, intervention will follow. 
In other words, "don't yield. I'm here." 
Let Spain send her fleet to Cuba. Let 
the tiucp end so soon as it la known 
the insurgents will not surnndcr. 
Honor and common 8eni3e ailke de- 
mand this course. 

The Liberal (Moderate Republican) 
says: 

Tht fovtmment. In spite of the op- 
timism of the ministerial organs re- 
specting the message, rejects interven- 
tion. Passages of the official note are 
almost in the words of the Lriberai's 
leader of yesterday: Theory ip to be 
protested against to-day. the practice 
will be energetically oi)i)csed when- 
ever it is attemjited. It is rumo.-. 1 
tha- certain councillors ar.(;ued that 
Frewldent .McKiniey's affirmation of 
the principle of intervention would 
stop the jingoes, hint lag that there- 
fore Spain should overlcxjU the matter 
We protest against such ( oncessiona as 
being contrary to independence. 

Silence before President McKiniey's 
theory is equivalent to the renuncia- 
tion of all sovereign rlgbts. The gov- 
ernment has done well In secuilng 
henceforth the safety of Its most sa- 
cred and most precious deposit. Much, 
however, remains to be told. Terrible 
will be the consequence of debility and 
indecision, should the goveriiiD^nt 
seek to avoid or dodge the dangers. 
Tliere is only one road for Spain. We 
agree witli Senor Silvella as to the 
necessity for prcjceeding without de- 
lay and fearlessly towards a definite 
decision. The Liberal has always sup- 

gorted peace; but we think affairs 
ave arrived at a point when true pa- 
triotism demands an immediate solu- 
tion. 

LookiiiK to Kuropraii I'owerH. 

Madrid, April 14. — Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Correa, minister of var, and Count 
Xiquena, minister of public works, both 
say the government Is firmly rcs(dved 
to repel every attack, direct or Indirect, 
on the sovereignty of Spain In Cuba. 
They say ahn that tbay are sure this 
Mas of sondttot on the part -«f Ipain 

will certainly he Btip^iorted by the IJu- 
ropean powers, more especially beeattse- 
the negotiations were based on an ac- 
knowledgment of Spanish sovereignty 
In Cuba. They say the conduct of Spain 
will be adjusted to tiist of the United 
states, and that in face of the fact of' 
Ora ednttetuuM at ttkUtttty a|id ^atal* 



preparations in the I'nifed States Spain 
is fully Justified in carrying on her 
preparations. 

Paris, April 14.— The Temps, com- 
menting on the Cuban situation, says: 
"Ily a curious contradiction President 
McKlnley renounces the diplomatic 
path at the moi^K'nt when he was be- 
ginning to gath'er the first precious 
fruits of his activity. He giVes up the 
reins and direction to congress at the 
very moment there is supreme danger 
in slackening his hold of this impatient 
team and when it would have been 
comparatiToly sasy to obtain ths upper' 
hand." 

Favor BsoM RMolattoa, 
Washington, April 14.— The conserv- 
ative Republican members of the sen- 
ate lield a meeting in the room of the 
senate committee on judiciary after the 
close of the Cuban debate for a general 
discussion of the Mtnatlon. They did 
not reach a definite conclusion as to 
the course to be pursued by them in 
the present emergency, but the ex- 
change of views, so far as indulged in, 
indicated a decided preference for the 
nouse resolution's OVer those presented 
by the senate committee on foreign re- 
lations.

Washington, April 14.— Not !■ JtM 
have both houses of congress been en- 
gaged In the consideration of such im- 
portant business as that which was 
brought hefore them Wednesday. 

Both conimittass having in charge 
foveign affairs rsportsd r«solati<ms, the 
tenor of which Is believed to mean a 
war with Spain. 

Tlie house passed the resolutions re- 
ported by the majority of its commit- 
tee, and the senate began a debate 
which may be protracted aad Interest- 
ing. 

In the early part uf the day it seemed 
that there was a possibility that unan- 
imous action might be had in both 
house and senate, but divisions arising 
over the form and words of the resolu- 
tion could not be rfMoncileil. and mi- 
nority reports were presented. 

The senate was first to report its res- 
olution, and at the begtanlng of the 
session Senator Davis, (halrman of the 
committee, [iresented the resolution 
ar.d a report which. In dealing with 
the management of Cuban affairs by 
Spain, was a TlgorotM aad seathlog de- 
nunciation of that country and Its mil- 
itary methods. 

The purpose of delay on the part Of 
some cf the members of the senate was 
shown in ths ohjeetlon to the consider- 
ation of the report, which sent it over 
to another day. but this did not pre- 
vent a most ex( Iting and vigorous de- 
bate upon the resolution and the Cuban 
situation. All day long the senate list- 
ened, with the galleries, while vigorous 
speeches were made for and against 
the proposition. 

rOBAKiW WITH TB£ UUiOBITT. 
th* mHiorlty report, which was prt« 

scnted by four members of the foreign 
relations committee— Senator Foraker 
of Ohio (Rep.) joining with llnec Dem- 
ocratic members — was in favor of the 
recognitUm of tha ladcpsndeaea of tha 
present gOTtrnment of Cuba ^ once, 
and it is an interesting fact that there 
seems to be quite a general feeling thai 
the minority report of the Committee 
may, when tha vote Is taken, be the 
action of the senate. 

Debate and discu^sion may alter this 
condition, which secuus to e.vist now. 
but the temper of senators on both 
sides seems inclined in that direction. 

Although the senate was first to pre- 
sent its resolution, the house was first 
to act. I''or more tlian five hours ef- 
forts were made in the corumlttee on 
foreign affairs to secure unanimous ac- 
tion, but in the end the division of the 
committee on party lines prevailed, 
and the resolution of the majority was 
passed after one of the most exciting 
'episodes that has been witnessed in the 
house since the Flfty-flrst congrswr. 

Party feeling ran high. and. as fore- 
shiidowed liy the action of thi' commit- 
tee, party lines were sharply drawn, 
resulting in a scene which bscamo per- 
sonal and disgraceful. 

The members of the committee were 
Indined to support a unanimous re- 
port even if it did not wholly meet 
their views; but after a long confer- 
ence with the leaders of the minority, 
who counseled standing on the ground 
whicii the Democratic party had as-, 
sumtd during this congress, it was de- 
ciib il to favor a direct recognition of 
the Insurgents as the government of 
Cuba. 

The conservative forces of the senate 
favor the house resolutic)ii in prefer- 
ence to that reported by the senate 
committee. They do not believe it is 
as radical, aad bdleve as much good 
will be accomplished. 

Other conservatives favor a still mora 
mild resolution, as e\ idenciil by that 
presented by Senator Hale, which is la 
direct line with tha prMdaat'a

sion, "no Prsiident that sends the army 
and navy of the United States to force the 
patriot aiidiers of Cuba to lay down their 
arms will live to sorvive the odiam which 
the AmerioM people wiU heap upon 
him." 



PaxsiDKNT Mi Ki.Ni.EV in his last mes- 
sage asks Congress to "authorise and 

empower" him to take such steps as will 
jjut a stop to the war in Cuba, and to 
establish "a stable government" on the 
islau'i. Senator Foraker yesterday ex- 
posetl the scheme the McKinley-Hanna 
crowd are trying to work. "I say here," 
declared Foraker, "as a principle of inter- 
national law, that if the United States 
Oovenunent >;oes there and drives S|)ain 
OOti and puts a stable government in its 
ptawe, the stable government will become 
r..'sponsible, and the rnited States of 
America will become responsible for that 
$400,000,000 of Spanish-Cuban 4 per cent, 
bonds. I understand that they are largely 
held in Germany, largely in Fiance and 
largely in the United States. YoQ have 
taken by con(iuest the revenues which 
Spain pledged to pay the principal and 
interest of these bond and I will now 1' ik 
to yon for it. And the Senator from 
West Virginia (Elkins) would be the first 
to say 'better i)ay it, rather than ha\o 
any dgUtiog.' " If the independence of 
Oaba was recognised no demands eonld 
be made by any government upon the 
United States, Senator Foraker main- 
tained. Mr. MoKinley and Mark Hanna 
are, of course, u'oinj; to take care of the 
b(jndholders, and it looks like a Republi- 
can C'on^'ress is playing right into their 
hani Is. May the Democrats, with the aid 
of such men as Foraker, defeat this oat- 
rageoos scheme. 



AN INJUSTICE. 
The membeifl of the County Board of 

E<iuali/ ition the past year or two took 
up the foolish notion that they could 
woik a trick on the State Board by mak- 
ing a horiaontal redaction in tha assess- 
ment of the county. It^failed to work 
worth a cent last ye.ir, but was trieil 
again this year, with the same result. 
The Ooanty Board made a borlsontai 
reduotfon of 20 per cent, this year. And 



now comes the State Hoard and adds 35 
per cent, on farm lands and personalty 
and 80 per cent on town lots— a net in- 
cn eaie over the original assessment of 15 
per cent, on the former and of 10 per 
cent, on the latter. 

There is one class of property owners 
upon whom the action of the two boards 
works a special hardship. All real estate 
that changed ownership during the year 
preceding the assessment had to be as- 
sessed at 80 per cent, of the prioe the 
property brouglit. The 20 per cent, hori- 
7, intal cut did not apply to this property. 

But the increase by the State Board 
goes on all property, and the reenlt is 
parties who bought property the past 
year will have to pay taxes on a valuation 
of 10 to 15 per cent, over and above the 
actual cost of the property. 



UNFAVORABLE 



Have the Conditions Bees on Crops and Bid- 
ding Frail-Weeltiy Balletin of tlie 
Keitieiqr Weather Bireu.

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[For Week Ending April Uth.J 
The first Weekly Crop Bulletin for the 
season of 181)8, show a very unfavorable 
condition of affairs in Kentucky. Rains 
have been ex(!e88ive and almost incessant 
since March 11th, greatly retarding plow- 
ing, planting, and all farming operations. 
Kree/.ini; w-eatherwas general on the 5 h 
and (ith, and many places reported tem- 
pemtore low enough for ice on the 7tb, 
while snow, ranging from one to four inch- 
es, covered the greater portion of the 
State' on the morning of the 5th. Peach- 
es, jiears and plums have been severely 
injured, and in many localities totally 
destroyed ; tobacco plants have also suf- 
fered greatly, aa have early vegetables. 
Wheat and early oats, while checked in 
their growth, l)ave not been seriously 
damaged, and with seasonable weather, ' 
will soon recover. But little com has! 
been planted. Some fields, however, ' 
were up to a stand, and considerable re- 1 
planting will be neosesary. Oat aowing 
is under way where the ground is not too 
wet. 

Western Section.— The week opened 

with cold rainy weather ; rains were gen- 
eral and heavy on the 4th, accompanied 
by hail in some counties, after which the 
temperature fell decidedly and frosts 
were general, and, in the northern coun- 
ties, heavy on the 5th, (>th and 7th. Con- 
siderable damage resulted to peaches, 
pears, plums and cherries, but the ex- 
treme southwestern counties report only 
slight injury; tender garden vegetables 
were generally killed, wheat, corn and 
oats were only retarded. 

The temperature rose slowly after the 
7th, but remained below the normal 
through the week. Moderate rains oc- 
curred again on the '••th and IDth. Kus- 
sellville, Lo;,mu County, reports heavy 
hail storm on the latter date. Farming 
operations of all kinds have been delayed, 
in fact, nearly suspended, during the 
greater portion of the week, the excessive 
rains and unusual cold rendering the land 
unlit for plowin^.i; or i)laiiting. Xo plow- 
ing has been done on river bottoms ; they 
remain too wet, as a result of the recent 
hi«h water. .\t the end of the week the 
conditions appear more i)romising ; tlie 
weather is clear, the temperature rising, 
aud while considerable injury has result- 
ed to fruit, wheat is in good condition ; 
corn, where planted, is up ; oats are fair ; 
gardens are late, and tobacco plants are 
plentiful. 

Central Section. — .\11 farming opera- 
tions have been retarded by the wet 
weatlier, the lands being overflowed in 
many localities. Much corn land not yet 
broken, though some corn planted and 
up. Not a great many oats yet sown. 
Gardening and trucking also retarded. 
The freezing weather and frosts the early 
part of the week seriously injured all 
growing vegetation, except grain and 
<;rowing grasses; these were somewhat 
'! imaged and considerably checked in 
growth. Wheat was not materially hurt 
by the freese, except where jointed, 
which was the condition of very few 
fields. Also some damage is reported re- 
sulting from overflowed land ; bat it safe 
to say that the crop is in good condition 
generally. Very little corn was up when 
the freese oocurred, but what had come 
up was very seriously injured. The few 
oats that wore up, not hurt much, only 
checked in growth. 

Tobacco beds in this section have not 
been all sown, but a very lat^ge portion of 
the plants were up at the time of the 
freeze, aud many of the beds were con- 
siderably damaged, especially in exposed 
places. The correspondent in Scott 
County reports that all are destroyed. 
Most of the correspondents, however, re- 
port that injury only occurred in exposed 
places, and some say that it is thought 
the beds. injured can be resown in time. 

Grasses were considerably advanced in 
growth at the time of the cold spell. 
None were materially hurt, except young 
clover, of wliich a good deal was killed. 
The most serioQs damage resulting from 
the freese was to the frait crop, of which 



nearly all that was in bloom was reported 
to have been killed, except in some of the 
sonthern counties. The greater portion 
of the peaches, pears, plums and clier- 
ries, and some early apples are inclnded 
in this statement. In the southern coun- 
ties, the reports regarding fruits are not 
so alarming. Gardens and trucks are not 
much advanced. Some vegetables hurt 
by frost. Potatoes reported rotting in 
the ground in several counties. 

Eastern Section.— Farm work in this 
section is about two weeks backward, 
owing to steady rains the latter part of 
March. Most plowing, however, had been 
completed and some planting done, when 
the season received a second set back by 
a fall of snow, averaging from two to four 
inches deep over this section on the morn- 
ing of April 5th.. This was accompanied 
by exceptionally low temperature for the 
season. Thermometers registered be- 
tween 15*> and 20^. This was followed by 
heavy frosts on three successive nights, 
the ground itself being frozen quite hard 
on the 6th. More seasonable weather 
obtained during latter part of the week. 

As a result of this cold snap, corre- 
spondents agree that early fruits, es- 
pecially peaches, pears and cherries, are 
very badly d.nnageil, if not absolutely 
killed. Apples are also said to be injured, 
though to what extent is not known. 
Early vegetables also seriously affected 
and much gai'leuin.' will have to be done 
over. Young clover was killed outrigiit 
in localities where it had sprouted. 
Wheat does not look so well as it did be- 
fore the freeze. It is a trifle yellow, but 
will outgrow that. In several counties 
tobacco beds were 80 badly damaged as to 
necessitate resow ing. Not much corn yet 
planted.
